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Schools Geared'to Growth 



(Editor's Note: Virginia Beach City Council has under study a proposed community 
facilities and education plan, titled "Master Plan Report Number 7." Last week's 
edition of the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN carried on page 4 the vocational school and 
comnunity college sections of the study recommendations prepared by the City 



Planning Commission, headed by J.W. Wood with F. Mason Gamage as planning 
director, and the City School Board, headed by J.W. Buffingtnn. Here is the text of 
Chapter I.) 
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"The City of Virginia Beach must gear Its school planning, 
both In land acquisition and construction, to the rapidly growing 
population. Land for schools must be acquired prior to new de- 
velopment. It is difficult, if not possible, to obtain the necessary 
land once development has occured. Even if the land is available, 
acquisition costs quadruple once homes and streets are built. 



■•Population in the City of Virginia Beach has grown from 
14,000 in 1940 to 160,000 in 1966 with no forseeable decline in 
this rate of growth. The total projected population in the City 
Is 320,000 in 1975 and 460,000 In 1985. 

"Trends in population for the United States, the State of Vir- 
ginia and the City of Virginia Beach are shown from 1900 - 1960 
(actual) and 1960 - 1985 (projected) In Appendix I. 

"An examination of the graph (Appendix II) is Indicative of 
the findings made in Chapter Two in the first grade enrollment 
survival rate for the years 1965 and 1966. The neighborhood 
chosen for this sample was Aragona Village. The choice of this 
neighborhood was based on the fact that at the time of the last 
decennial census (1960), this subdivision was completely dev- 
eloped, and vith minor exceptions the bulk of residential con-

BEACH BOROUGH— A new 
method of teaching science in 
elementary grades will be test- 
ed in twoclasses of first graders 
at W. T. Cooke Elementafy 
School this school year, with 
expansion later throughout the 
city's public school system. 

It is called "Science— A 
Process Approach." In 1961, the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science brought 
together leading scientists and 
educators to study the status 
and future of science education 
in United States elementary and 
junior high schools. 

Financed by a grant from the 
National Science Foundation, 
conferences were conducted to 
consider the need and means 
for improvement in science ed- 
ucation. The conferees said 
there was urgent need for new 
materials— and new app- 
roaches. 

The following year, theAAAS 
established a Commission on 
Science Education . After 
several conferences, two 
recommendations emerged: 1) 
the Commission should sponsor 
the development of instructional 
science materials beginning at 



ttie kindergarten level and, 2) 
that these materials should 
stress the processes of science 
in the early grades rather than 
traditional content or conc^t 
sequences. 

Within the past few years, 
enormous strides have been 
made in wide segments of 
American industry, particularly 
in such areas as electronic 
data processing, commun- 
ications, space exploration, and 
education. One of the prime 
factors behind this accelerat- 
ing rate of progress has been 
a new approach to problem 
solving— the "systems app- 
roach." In essence, the systems 
approach provides a technique 
analyzing a given set of re- 
sources to develop a system 
capable of meeting a given set 
of objectives. 

It places the student in an 
active role of investigating 
science— intergrating the pro- 
cesses and the scientist. 
Through the systematic use of 
these processes in the primary 
grades, the children become 
mentally equipped for complex 
science education in later 
grades.

Two of them are paid by the federal 89-10 operating budget un- 
der the "bridging the gap" program and the other two out of the 
public school budget, although all four work directly in the public 
school system. 

"It takes a particular type of person for this job," said 
McGuire, "one with sympathy and empathy for the problems." 

"It's hard to work on a schedule," said Mrs. Dozier. "It 
has to be flexible." Although regular visits to schools are 
planned, emergency calls from principals are coisldered first.

Usually more than on*' home visit is required to'tnake a 
referral. This may re 3iilt in a referral to a public agency such as 
the Mental Hygienf- Clinic, the Public Health Department or, 
In extreme cases, the juvenile court as a last resort. 

"It's no secret w- have a lack of community resources,** 
Mrs. Dozier said, as the others nodded In agreement. "What 
we have are cooperative, but they can only go so far. We are 
limited by cost and distance. 

"More and more people are asking 'Where do I turn now?" 

Ottier aspects of their job Include securing home bouwl In- 
struction for children as needed, getting sight saving materials 
(books In large type) for legally-blind or sight-ha«U«OT»ed % 
children, working with children who have adjustment problems, 
encouraging families to contact agencies for help aixl worUt« 
with welfare officials.

Many of the weeds that are 
constantly with us year after 
year can be controlled by an 
supplication of herbicide during 
the period ending November 30, 

Some of the weeds that can 
be controlled with an appli- 
cation of 2,4-D at this time 
are: buttercup, false dandelion, 
chlckweed, dandelion, mus- 
tards, pepperweed, and plan- 
tain. 

This chemical can often be 
bought in combination with fer- 
tilizer. There are other herb- 
icides that will do the required 
job, also, such as dicamba. 

When using herbicides, be 
sure that it is not applied to 
(or near) desired ornamental 
plants. This will damage and 
sometimes kill these plants. 

Also, be sure to follow dir- 
ections and precautions very 
closely when using these chem- 
icals.

RICHMOND, VA.-The state 
government's policy of retaining 
local law firms in various com- 
munities to legally represent 
the government in highway land 
matters Is saving the state's 
taxpayers money, according to 
Douglas B. Fugate, commis- 
sioner of the Virginia Highway 
Department. 

This Is the gist of a report 
which Fugate recently made to 
Gov. Mills E.Godwin, and which 
other new spapers Interpreted in 
different ways. 

Fugate said officials in five 
of Virginia's neighlwring states 
were contacted in person, and 
Virginia officials obtained in- 
formation by phone and mail 
from six other state govern- 
ments "which I feel represent 
a cross-section of the country," 

He said the survey revealed 
that the supervision of the legal 
services was handled either by 
the Highway Department or the 
Attorney General in those other 
stages, and the numbers of 
attorneys on the payrolls of 
those states ranged from a low 
of 10 to a high of 125.

Based on information ob- 
tained, Fugate wrote that legal 
costs to the various states 
ranged from a low of 2.59 per 
cent of total right of way costs 
to a high of 7.11 per cent. 

The percentage of legal costs 
to Virginia for the same period 
of time was 2.39 per cent of 
total right of way costs, he 
wrote.

He wrote that at the time of 
his report, Virginia had 98 
attorneys throughout the state 
designated by the Attorney Gen- 
eral to handle the Dtpartment's 
legal work In cuiiin'ction with 
right iif wMT acquisition. 

'For the t-^ar ending June 30, 
1967, these attorneys repre- 
sented the i,Highway) Depart- 
ment In handling 7,052 right of 
way traBsactiiuis with a total 
acquisition cost of$28,161,534.- 
44," Fugate wrote. "Utility re- 
location and other costs brought 
total right of way expenditures 
to ^37,772,283.90, but the attor- 
neys participated in the land 
transactions only." 

He wrote that the attorney, 
or their law firms, were paid 
S87 1,27 1.79 for services in con- 
nection with the acquisition of 



right of way, or an average of 
$8,890 to each firm, or $123 per 
transaction. 

"Since about twenty per cent 
of these transactions were time 
consuming court cases, this 
average fee per transaction 
appears very reasonable In- 
deed," Fugate wrote, 
i He said It appears to him 
that the State of Virginia's pre- 
sent policy of "utilizing a small 
staff of attorneys and private 
local attorneys to acquire Its 
right of way is the most econo- 
mical method." "This opinion 
is based on the fact that most 
of our neighboring states which 
employ larger staffs of attor- 
neys still utilize local attorneys 
in the same maiuier that the 
State of Virginia employs these 
attorneys."

Reports from Virginia Beach 
City Hall on the number of 
building permits issued through 
the month of October this year 
leave no doubt that const ruction 
in our city of greater Virginia 
Beach continues on the rise. 

It also is interesting to note 
that, while permits for resid- 
ential construction continue on 
the increase, those for comm- 
ercial buildings also have been 
rising in recent months. 

For example, the dollar 
values listed on permits Issued 
by the city government for 
private commercial construc- 
tion during October alone was 
near $1 mil I Ion. At the same 
time, values listed for resident- 
ial construction topped $4.5 
million, helping boost the value 
figure for this year to near 
$43 million. 

Obviously, rising prices for 
materials, labor and services 
necessary in the building In- 
dustry are reflected In the value 
figures. B ut the number of 
permits issued by the local 
government also is above last 
year's level. The figure for the 
period of January through Qpt- 
ober this year was 2,679, com- 
pared to only 2,350 for the same 
10 months of 1966. 

It is heartening to many 
in our growing community to 
hear or read of such good news, 
particularly at a time when men 
of wisdom, courage, hope and 
faith are finding ways to settle 



differences here, as well as 
In the state, nation and world. 

There are legal disagree- 
ments In our community today 
which would tend to slow pro- 
gress In greater Virginia 
Beach. It is up to the courts 
to decide the legal merits of 
such things as property owner- 
ship, but reasonable men are 
finding ways to compromise for 
the time being so progress can 
continue. 

It also may be timely to note 
that the election on Tuesday of 
this week, when Democratic 
candidates swept to easy vic- 
tories In our community to 
disappoint local Republicans, 
Indicated most of the voters 

are satisfied. 

While the relatively lowturn- 
out of voters indicated a cer- 
tain amount of apathy in the 
views of some, it Indicates to 
us that most of the city's res- 
idents are satisfied with the 
present city administration and 
Democratic leadership. 

Perhaps it is due in no small 
part to the progress which has 
been and Is being made In ma- 
^our pomniunitY a better 
m^mii^cmd^iuH 
sue happines^bP^ith ourjriends 
and neighbors. 

This, together with the coo- 
peration evident onall sides and 
that particuflorly good news on 
construction permits show that 
hope and faith in our commun- 
ity are stronger than ever.

Tax Increase, Officials Say

Beach Man Speaks at ODC 



A City Council vote this week 
to Increase the real estate 
assessment ratio, from about 
36 per cent to 60 per cent of 
"fair market value," will not 
change local realty tax bills, 
according to city officials. 

City Manager W. Russell 
Hatchett said the purpose of 
the action by City Council on 
Monday was to enable the city 
to legally borrow more money 
through the sale of municipal 
bonds. 

He said there will not be any 
change in the city's rates for 
real estate taxes in the seven 
boroughs until City Council 
considers the city government's 
budget for the next fiscal year, 
which starts July 1 of 1968. 

William W. Connell, recently 
appointed city real estate asse- 
ssor, is working out a plan to 
equalize taxes on real estate 
here. He has not yet announced 
specific details. 

By changing the ratio of 
assessment on land and im- 
provements, the city govern- 
ement can stay well within the 
legal limit set by state law 
and continue issuing city bonds 
to finance highway, recreation, 
sewer, water, public school and 
other improvements. 



The amount of city taxes an 
individual property owner pays 
on land depends on the value 
assessed at the ratio of fair 
market value, after the actual 
tax rate set by City Council 
is applied. 

A reassesment of land in the 
city can cause a person's tax 
bill to go up, or remain the 
same. And in some cases, the 
amount of tax is not changed. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting. City Counfcll; 

♦Adopted a resolution comm- 
ending 8-year -oldi Bobby Joe 
Smith Jr. of Chickasaw Road 
for saving the life of a 4-year- 
old girl who fell into a canal. 
(The boy was praised for his 
"courage,' presence of mind 
and unselfishness.") 

♦Authorized the Carolina 
Coach Co. (Trailways) to run 
experimental bus service on 
the Virginia Beach-Norfolk Ex- 
pressway (Virginia Highway 
44), after It opens next month. 

♦Heard Hatchett report that 
the city is studying the poss- 
ibility of extending sanitary 
sewer service to BayvlUe 
Farms. 

♦Took under advisement a 
proposed resolution asking that 
City Council approve the idea 



of "voluntary" action on fair 
housing. So-called "panic sel- 
ling" has not happened here 
because of good race relations. 

♦Approved plans and specif- 
ications, submitted by the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, for 
maintenance dredging in the 
Lynnhaven Inlet channel. (The 
Army Engineers will let a con- 
tract for the work.) 

♦Authorized Hatchett to make 
a study of the city's policy on

PROJECTIONS -SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 
PATTERNS 1975 and 1985 

"The preceding two chapters established 
grade distribution, survival trends, and total 
population projections. This chapter will 
establish the ratio between population and 
school enrollment, and compute 1975 and 1985 
enrollments for the city and for individual 
education zones. 

"From 1959 through 1966, school enrollment 
has been compared to population. Enrollment 
figures represent actual reported numbers. 
Population estimates from 1961 through 1966 
liave been generated by extrapolating numbers 
of dwelling units per year from building permits 
reported and multiplying this number by the 
average number of persons per dwelling unit. 
The number of persons per dwelling unit in 
Virginia Beach is 3.68 (4.00 persons per unit 
with an S^c overall vacancy rate). This 3.68 
overall rate generated locally compares 
favorably with the 3.7 rate computed by the 
Bureau of Population and Economic Research 
at the University of Virginia in Charlottesville.

The number otboats assessed 
for taxes ttiis year in Virginia 
Beach is 2,865, and most of 
them are registered in the six 
borcMii^ which were in former 
Princess Anne County. 

Only 132 were in the Beach 
Borough, according to officials. 
The other 2,733 were assessed 
in Lynnbaven, Bayside, Kemps- 
viUe, Princess Anne, Blackwa- 
ter ud Pungo borough. 



City taxes levied on theboats 
totaled $1,293 in the Beach 
Borough, and $28,087 in the 
others, an overall total of 
$29,380. 



Revenue Commissioner Ivan 
D. Mapp said men in his office 
found some boats in the city 
which were not registered with 
the state government The 
deadline for payment of personal 
property taxes on the boats is 
Dec 5, same deadline as for 
paymeitf of 1967 real estate 
taxes and city government taxes 
on automobiles.

Builders 

Most homebullders believe 
maiywwer is the most import- 
ant factor in the formula for 
home building, according to L. 
A. Sandlio, president of the 
Tidewater Association of Home 
Builders. 

Sancilio, who along with other 
1968 TAHB officers will be 
Installed by U.S. Rep. Thomas 
N. Downing on Friday of this 
week at the Lafayette Yacht 
Club, said "materials" and 
"money" also are correct 
answers to the question of what 
is the most important factor in 
home building. 

"Whereas manufacturers are 
producing plenty of Iniilding 
materials and most mortgage 
lenders now have funds for 
financlngnew home purchases," 
he said, "the nation's supply of 
such skilled craftsmen as car- 
penters drops lower and lower 
with each passing year." 

He said the National Associa- 
tion ofHome Builders, and other 
private groups as well as 
government, have been having 
conferences on the growing 
shortage of manpower for con- 
struction. 

He said in a news release to 
the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN that 
most of the builders "have 
reached the same conclusion on 
the major cause of the shortage: 
Building craftsmen continue to 
retire from active work at the 
usual rate, but young men are 
not replacing them in the num- 
bers they formerly did." 

Sancilio said the home build- 
ing industry offers young Amer- 
icans, with an aptitude for 
handling tools, some of the 
best-paying and most time- 
honored job opportunities avail-' 
able. He said the TAHB office 
and meml)ers of the association 
can tell interested young people 
about careers in the industry.

Summer -flowering shrubs 
and evergreens may be pruned 
during the fall and winter.

Darden Assists Petty 
In New Utility Post

James G. Darden, a former 
city councilman here, has been 
appointed assistant director of 
the Virginia Beach Public 
Utilities Dq>artment. 

Darden began his new job on 
November 1, according to A. 
Worth Petty, director of jHiblic 
utilities, who announced the 
appointment. 

Darden was chairman of the 
former Princess Anne County 
Water and Sanitation Authority 
and worked closely with the 



Hampton Roads Sanitation Dis- 
trict commisssion in helping 
Virginia Beach obtain sewer 
interceptor lines across the 
suburban areas. 

He chose not to seek re- 
election in J966, after years of 
service on tlie former Princess 
Anne County Board of Super- 
visors, and then Virginia Beach 
City Council after the 1963 
merger of the six-borough 
county and what is now the 
Beach Borough. 



One of those often-criticized 
holes in the ground called 
"borrow pits" might be an 
economical answer to the City 
of Virginia Beach getting a 
major sports stadium in the 
next few years. 

Impossible'.' City Councilman 
Lawrence E. Marshall, who is 
on a committee named by Vir- 
ginia Beach City Council to 
study the need for a stadium 
for various sports, said it may 
be "far out," but the idea is 
worth exploring. 

Marshall told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN that he plans to 
talk to some qualified engineers 
to see if the idea might work. 
It was suggested by another 
city official, whom he did not 
identify. 

The possibility of putting a 
stadium in a gulch, ravine of 
on the side of a hill is not 
new. 

But putting one in an existing 
borrow pit poses a lot of quest- 
ions. Some of them:What would 
the drainage problem be? Where 
would cars park? What type 
of material would be needed for 
the seating? 

On the city committee with 
Marshall are Councilman 
Albert Lee Bonney Sr., and 
Assistant City Manager Roger 
M. Scott. 

While making it clear that the 
Idea Is only at the explorative 
stage, Marshall said that if it 
were economically feasible, a 
stadium in a borrow pit could 
be used for multiple purposes. 

"If it were, say 50 or 75 
acres in size, an automobile 
racing tra^ aind an arena also 
could 1i« pjtt at the «aQ»e local' 
lun," he said. 

Marshall said , he hopes to 
look at an existing stadium 
soon in Memphis Tenn., which 
he has heard about. He also said 
members of the committee are 
gathering data on various kinds 
of stadiums and arenas. 

Commenting that the city's 
borrow-pit ordinance requires 
that sloping sides be provided 
after hi^way builders finish 
getting material from the pits, 
Marshall said the ratio of slope 
(three to one feet) could be 
about right for seatings, like 
that a number of amphitheaters 
or football "bowls" have. 

With a stadium and other 
events In a depressed section 
of the earth's surface, sounder 
noise would be deflected upward, 
Marshall suggested. 

For an automobile race track, 
such as one in Charlotte, N.C. 
and other cities, the stadium 
could have one end open to allow 
for e}9>anslon of the auto track. 

Marshall said he has written 
for Information ona "new kind" 
of pre-stressed wood which Re- 
portedly has economical as- 
pects, or Is below the costs of 
some other building materials. 

It also has been suggested 
that a large sports stadium 
could ultimately be used for 
annual Thanksgiving services.

*Block Mothers' on the Move 



When it comes to borrowing 
ideas from neighboring cities, 
the City of Norfolk is no piker. 

Just the other day, we learned 
where the voluntary child-pro- 
tection program, called "Block 
Mothers", is being introduced 
to a number of residential areas 
of Norfolk. 

From what we were told, the 
program is the same which 
some public-spirited and ima- 
giiibtive women in the suburbs 
of Virginia Beach started many 
months ago this year. The local 
Police Youth Bureau has coop- 
erated in the program, and also 
has been showing films to 
various civic groups to help 
parents and children concerned 
about possible danger from 
some who have other than good 
intentions. 

As early as in the Spring of 
this year, mothers in Arrow- 
head, Carolanne Farms, Malibu, 



Diamond Springs, Gardenwood 
Park and Pembroke Manor who 
were alarmed by daily press 
reports of crime established 
"Block Mother" programs. 
They eased the minds of nwth- 
ers. 

Perhaps some of Norfolk's 
troubled citizens can improve 
on the idea. Vv'hile we would like 
to believe the program started 
in our community, a military 
wife told a SUN reporter that 
the "Block Mother" idea ori- 
ginated in a California city. 

We often wonder where it 
really began. In St. Louis? At- 
lanta? Minneapolis? New York? 
Philadelphia? Chicago? Boston? 
Houston? Jacksonville? Birm- 
ingham? Cleveland? Los Ange- 
les? 

Ideas, particularly good ones, 
seem to succeed In the fertile 
and responsible valleys of hu- 
manitarian thought and deed.

Here is 
Chapter IV.) 

CRITERIA FOR SCHOOL 
PLANNING AND COMPUTED 
SCHOOL REQUIREMENTS 
"The accepted planning cri- 
teria for school planning areas 
follows: 

"1. Elementary School (Gra- 
des 1 through 6) 600 pupils with 
a basic site of 5 acres plus axi 
additional acre for each 100 
pupils. 

"2. Junior High School fGra- 
des 7 through 9) 1500 pupils; a 
basic site of 20 acres plus an 
additional acre per 100 pupils. 

"3. High School (Grades 10 
through 12) 2000 students; a 
basic site of 30 acres plus an 
additional acre per 100 pupils. 

"It should be pointed out here 
that, in selecting schoul sites, 
close coordination with the 
Recreation Commission should 
be exercised so that a possibk 
joiiH site may be acquired. 

"By using the above optimum 
enrollment factors and applying 
them to combinations of planning 
district projected enrollments, 
a series of education zones by 
school type can be generated 
with specific recommeiKlations 
for the number and types of 
additional schools required for 
the years 1975 and 1985. 

"TTje following table summa- 
rizes additional school and 
acreage re<piiremeirts for the 
years 1975 and 1985. 



"It should be noted here that 
in completing the 87 additional 
schools required from now to 
1985, obsolescence and subse- 
quent replacement of schools 
was rK)t considered. For in- 
stance, Creeds Elententary, 
Bayside Elementary, and Court 
House Elementary are now 
obsolescent and will be obsolete 
by 1975.

What pumpkin pie Is to New 
England, sweetpotato pie is down 
South! And the fall crop is now 
in at the stores. In fact, it's 
possible to use mashed cooked 
sweetpotatoes In place of mash- 
ed pumpkin if 3 to 4 tablespoons 
less sugar are used. 

Sweetpotatoes are among the 
most easily prepared of all 
vegetables. Scrub them and 
roast them. Unless they're 
jumbo size they will be tender in 
a bit more than a half hour. 
Most sweetpotato eaters like 
them, skin and all, although 
there may be some who want to 
spoon the chestnut sweetness 
from the shell. Or, parboil them 
until barely tender, then peel 
and slice thickly and brown in 
melted butter or margarine.

The official opening program 
for the highway, called the "toll 
road" by some because there 
will be a variety of charges 
for using it. Is scheduled for 
3 p.m. Friday (December 1) 
at what State Highway Officials 
call the "mainline toll barr- 
ier," Just off Kentucky Avenue 
here and west of the Windsor 
Woods residential area.

Orange, who Is In charge of 
toe ej^ressway's administrat- 
ion for the state government, 
said contractors have six more 
months in which to finish land- 
scaping, sign erection, fencing, 
guard rails and various roads, 
or city streets linked to toe new 
highway by interchanges. But 
toe driving lanes are useable. 

Tlie speedfUmlt of 65 miles 
per hour on toe wide, scenic 
highway is expected to lure 
motorists who prefer to save 
driving time, or avoid congest- 
tlon on Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard, particularly on toe Nor- 
folk end of that higtiway. 

City offlclals said toe new 
e)q?ressway will benefit visi- 
tors to toe city, as well as lo- 
cal business, Industry and new 
development— in line wlto fu- 
ture plans for all of Virginia 
Beach. 

Orange said some sections 
of Virginia Beach Boulevard 
are traveled by about 34,000 
cars each 24-hour period.

A Choice for Motorists 



When the formal ribbon- 
snipping is over tomorrow on 
the four-lane, high-speed 
Virginia Beach-Norfollc Ex- 
pressway, thousands of motor- 
ists or vehicle drivers in our 
blossoming community will be- 
gin traveling the new traffic 
artery. 



Obviously, they will be those 
who don't mind spending some 
nickels, dimes and quarters for 
a much smoother, relaxing 
drive than they have been able 
to find on the busy lanes of 
Virginia Beach Bouleivard. 

As for the others who want 
to keep traveling the boulevard, 
whether for shopping, pleasure, 
business or other reasons, off- 
icials of the city government 
should make sure driving pro- 
blems on the old highway are 
eased, to further boost business. 



One aspect of the express- 
way which has caused con- 
fusion in the minds of many 
is how much it will cost an 
individual driver to choose the 
expressway for a trip, between 
the oceanfront in the Beach 
Borough and the expressway's 
connection with Interstate 64 
and Interstate 264 just inside 
of Norfolk. 

The VIRGINIA BEACH SUN 
in previous editions of this news- 
paper has explained the toll- 
charge system. But some other 
reports apparently have con- 
fused the driving public. 

Generally, this Is the way 

motorists will be able to travel 
on the scenic expressway, 

which has overpasses and un- 
derpasses (or bridges) instead 
of traffic signals which hamper 
the flow of cars, trucks and 
other vehicles, as far as some 
people are concerned: 



I. If someone wants to travel 
between Norfolk and the ocean- 
front across the suburbs-such 
as a tourist, or someone who 
lives in Virginia Beach but 
• works in Norfolk-the tol I charge 
of 25 cents (for each car) will 
be collected, or tossed into 
"hoppers" at the only booths 
which are on ■ the highway's 
four lanes. The same charge 
opplies to a bus traveling the 
expressway, whereas the charge 
for a truck will be 30 cents, 
or 10 cents per axle on the 
truck. 



2. If someone wants to travel 
between the Va. Becidi ocean- 
front and South Lynnhaven Road 
(located between Princess Anne 
Plaza (vid the London Bridge 
business area), the passen^^r 
car charge will be 10 cents, 
paid only once per trip-eitlter 
ot th« Mitrance or exit po'm 



on a ramp at an interchange. 
The same 10-cent charge app- 
lies for someone who wants to 
drive between either the Nor- 
folk city line ahd the Independ- 
ence Boulevard Interchange, or 
another at Witch Duck Road. 
This also is true for someone 
driving between the Lynnhaven 
yillage area and Bird Neck 
Road, or Laskin Road. 



3. Motorists who travel the 
expressway from Newton Road 
(the legal boundary between 
Norfolk and Virginia Beach 
where the new highway crosses 
the line), into Norolk will not 
have to pay a toll charge. How- 
ever, the Virginia Highway De- 
partment said it will be imposs- 
ible to get into downtown Nor- 
folk on the new highway. West- 
bound lanes on Interstate 264 
WILL NOT be opened immed- 
iately. 

4. Someone who wants to tra- 
vel between the Rosemont Road 
interchange and points west of 
there, including Norfolk, would 
pay the 25-cent toll. But they 
have a choice, of continuing to 
use Virginia Beach Boulevard, 
or two- lane Holland Road. 



5. Drivers of trucks which 
enter or leave the expressway 
on ramps at interchanges along 
the 12-mile highway will pay a 
charge of 5 cents per axle, 
meaning 15 cents if they have 
three axles or more. 

There are other unusual and 
interesting aspects to the toll- 
charge system for the express- 
way, including the use of ''au- 
tomatic collection booths" on 
the interchange ramps. But mo- 
torists will learn about them as 
they drive the modern, prog- 
ressive highway. 

It will, among other things, 
provide the first rapid-transit 
highway across our commun- 
ity's many suburbs. As the 
City of Virginia Beach contin- 
ues to grow in population and 
prominence in the affairs of the 
Tidewater, or Hampton Roads 
region, additional new highways 
must be constructed, as finan- 
cial means allow. 



And on, this, it is obvious 
that the civic, business and 
political leaders of each com- 
munity involved must cooper- 
ate where necessary to serve 
the public, while at the same 
time retaining local govern- 
ment authority on matters, or 
problem? which can best be 
solved within each community. 

In this, as in the use (or 
non-use of the expressway, the 
people have a choice. That's 
the American way. And you 
can't beat it.

While the residents of 
Virginia Beach will be asked in 
the near future to vote on a 
proposed bond issue, Norfolk 
City Council apparently is 
ignoring a proposal for a re- 
ferendum there on that city's 
financial situation. 

Berry D, Willis Jr., a fre- 
quent critic of Norfolk's city 
government said at a recent pu- 
blic hearing on the proposed 
operating budget for Norfolk 
that "only the people of the 
City of Norfolk should decide 
such a major financial pro- 
position" as a proposed 50 
per cent increase in the 
"people's public debt." 

Willis sharply criticized 
Norfolk City Manager Thomas 
F. Max\^ell and his hawlling of 
that city's financial affairs, and 
accused Maxwell of being con- 
tradictory in his budget mess- 
age, among other thinp. 

Most of his statement, how- 
ever, attacked the proposal to 
increase the ratio of real estate 
assessments by 50 per cent 
on July 1, 1968. 

Commenting that such action 
would "be authority to Issue 
another S45 million in bonds 
which will Improve the City's 
credit rating," Willis sald:"If 



you can increase or better the 
credit rating by going into debt, 
why does not Mr. Maxwell 
recortimMid that the property 
assessment be increased by 100 
per cent so he can add another 
$90 million to the public debt?" 

Speaking of the City of 
Norfolk^ financial situation, 
and convention-center t)uilding 
Willis said: 

"For some years now, it 
should have been apparent to 
this Council that the tionded debt 
condition has been going through 
quite a financial crisis. With 
this prior knowledge— and I 
emphasize this point— Mayor, 
Roy B. Martinand City Manager 
Maxwell took the liberty to 
^urney to Europe at the tax- 
payer's ''xpense after employ- 
ing an Italian architect to draw 
plans for a (invention center 
of unconventional desip, when 
they should have knowh before 
hand It would cost much more 
to buUd tlan a desip created 
by an American architect," 

Willy claimed the cost of tte 
pnvertUnr center ai^areotly 
has increased from initial est- 
imates irf "a little over 
$U,000,MO" to "t20,oa),000or 
more," !»sed on tUUy news- 
paper reports. 



He also criticized Maxwell 
for not publishing "a budget 
of projected capital projects 
ai^ how he planned to have 
the people pay for them." 

"Now, out of a clear sky, 
Mr. Maxwell asks the people 
of Norfolk to let him put them 
into d^ by another $45,000,000 
in new bond money, "Willis 
said. 

He implied a proposal earlier 
this year from Norfolk Mayor 
Roy B, Martin that Virginia 
Beach merge with Norfolk was 
so the people of Virginia Beach 
"could help to pay off Norfolk's 
public d^t of nearly $100 miU- 
lon^ncluding interest. "Virginia 
Beach City Council rejected the 
propo^. 

On the proposed raising of 
Norfolk's legal debt ceiling Iqr 
increasii^ the ratio of assess- 
ment, WilUs concluded: 

"The question, genUemen,ls 
the most Important piece of 
finaiM:Ial bi^lness to be put be- 
fore Uie pec^Ie of Norfolk in 
the fast fifty-years— it is so 
tax TtaiMag money-wise, tax- 
wise, and detM-wise that oidy 
tte pec^le of the CityofNorfolk 
should decide such a major 
financial proposition for them- 
selves in the VOTWC BOOTH."

VIRGDOA BEACH-Her<|| 
winter weather advice for East 
Coast inotorists.Ba8ed on U^. 
Weather Bureau records for the 
past 30 years, the chances of 
running into snow and ice are 
about twice as great on the 
inland north-south route than on 
the coastal route over the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel. 

And that's not all. It not only 
Kiows more often inland, but 
there's almost always more of 
it. In addition, it's several de- 
grees colder during the winter 
months in Richmond and Wash- 
ington, the highway junctions on 
the inland highway, than it is in 
this area on the coastal route. 

The weatherman favored thp 
coastal route this past winter 
(1966-1967) even more than 
usual. Washington had almost 
four times more snow than 
Norfollc, and Richmond had 
tiiree and a half times as much. 

According to weather experts, 
the milder climate of the coast 
areas during winter months can 
be, attributed in part to the 
warming influence of the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. 

On the basis of snow days, 
Virata's east coast has a far 
better record than the inland 
areas of the State. 

Virginia Beach, according to 
Weather Bureau statistics, also 
had far less snow during the 
past three years. Richmond's 
yearly average of snow from 



196^ to 1967 was 28.4 inches. 
Wft^ngtoh's average was 27.5 
inches. There was only an 
average of 13.2 inches during 
the recent three-year period. 

The U. S. Weather Bureau 
says that this area's "geogra- 
phic position with respect to the 
principal storm tracks is es- 
pecially favorable, being south 
of the average path of storms 
originating in the higher lati- 
tudes and north of the usual 
track of hurricanes and other 
tropical storms. The winters 
are mild, while the autumn and 
spring seasons usually are 
delightful." 

A study of the record bears 
out the Weather Bureau's des- 
cription of mild winters here. 
The average mean temperature 
for November, Decegiber, Jan- 
uary, February and March is 
45.7 degrees, tased on records 
for more than 75 years. Rich- 
mond's average mean for the 
same months is 42.6 degrees, 
while Washington's is 41.1 de- 
grees. Norfolk's average wm- 
ter minimum temperature is 
37.7 degrees; Washington's 
minimum averages 32.8 de- 
grees, and Richmond's is below 
freezing, 31.9 degrees. 

The Weather Bureau also 
says, of the weather in the area, 
which encompasses the Chesa- 
peake Bay Bridge-Tunnel, that 
occasional winters pass without 
a measurable amount of snow-

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There are just a few pointers 
that I want to bring out this week 
for those who are anxious to get 
out and use the pruning shears. 

Apple-tree pruning should be 
done in very early spring, 
rather than in the fall as many 
people do it. Limbs will die 
back on apple trees pruned in 
the fall if followed by a cold 
winter. 

■ Peach trees, on the other 
hand, can be pruned any time 
between now and spring. These, 
in contrast to apple trees, must 
be pruned every year. The apple 
tree need only be pruned every 
other year, if the water sprouts 
are annually removed. 

Water sprouts are the new 
branches that rapidly shoot up 
in June from the main branches 
of the trees. 

These can be removed in June 
or early July by a simple hard 
"Yank" with the hand, or later 
by pruning. 



Unlike this area, where the 
Weather Bureau says a temper- 
ature of zero has never been 
recorded, Richmond's temper- 
ature has dropped that low 
occasionally. The Richmond 
record low is 12 degrees below 
zero, registered in January, 
1940. Although winters in Rich- 
mond are comparatively mild, 
too, the Weather Bureau says, 
"ice storms (freezing rain or 
glaze) are not uncommon" in 
the state ci4)ital. 

According to the Weather 
Bureau, cold waves seldom 
penetrate to this coastal area. 
The Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel, a 17.6 mile long engin- 
eering marvel of bridges, tun- 
nels, man-made islands and 
trestled highways, was opened 
in April, 1964, as an important 
link in the Ocean Highway 
(Routes 17 and 13). Crossing 
the wide mouth of the Chesa- 
peake Bay l)etween the tip of the 
Delmarva Peninsula and the 
Virginia mainland, the Bridge- 
Tunnel saves travelers the 
necessity of using the traffic- 
jammed inland speedways from 
Wilmington, Del., south through 
Washington and Richmond. 

The highway from Wilmington 
to Cape Charles, northern 
terminus of the Bridge-Tunnel, 
is four-laned with the exception 
of a few miles that are now 
being widened. The road is 
straight and flat, with a mini- 
mum of traffic.

What About 
Fruit Cake? 

Now that Thanksgiving is 
over, it's time to get into the 
swing of Christmas holidays. 

When you make a fruit cake 
for the holidays, make an ex- 
tra onfe to enjoy on special 
occasions all winter long. 

FiHiitfcake 

1/2 lb. light or dark seedless 

raisins 
1/2 lb. dates, finely cut 
1/2 lb. candied citron, finely 
cut 
1 lb. assorted candied fruits: 
orange peel, lemon peel, 
pineapple, cherries, finely 
cut 
21/2 c. sifted flour 
1 teas, baking powder 
1 teas, salt 
1 teas cinnamon 
1/2 teas, each: allspice, cloves, 
and nutmeg 
1 cup margarine 
1/2 c. firmly packed brown 
sugar 
1 c. light or dark corn syrup 
4 eggs, slightly beaten 
1/4 c. orange juice 

Weigh and prepare fruit. Mix 
and sift dry ingredients. Dredge 
fruit with 1/2 c. of the dry in- 
gredients. Mix margarine and 
sugar until light. Add corn sy- 
rup; mix well. Add 1 c. of the 
dry ingredients; beat until 
smooth. Add eggs, beating well. 
Add orange juice, mix well. 
Add fruit mixture. Fold in re- 
maining dry ingredients. Bake 
in two well greased (9x5x3- 
inch) loaf pans, or two (9x3 1/2 
inch) tube pans, lined with waxed 
p^)er, in 250 degrees F. (slow) 
over 4 to 5 hours, depending 
on size of cake. Place shallow 
pan of water on bottom of rack 
of oven during baking; remove 
during last hour. Cool cakes. 
Store in air-tight container or 
wrap in aluminum foil or plas- 
tic wrap. Makes about 5 pounds. 

To glaze: Glaze fruit cake 
after storage to give it a sheen. 
For the glaze, mix 1/4 c. light 
corn syrup and 1/4 teas, grated 
lemon or orange rind in a 
saucepan. Bring just to boil 
over medium heat. Brush on top 
of fruit cakes.

state mental hospitals at Dun- 
X»x and Petersburg, Va. 

Community Church Women, 
a group begun last May and 
now operating at full steam, 
meets the fourth Wednesday 
each month at St. Francis Ep- 
iscopal Church, on Rosemont 
Road. 

Mrs. Lesley R. Simpson, 
chairman of the Volunteer Hos- 
pital Services ywirkshop of the 
Tide water /Association for 
Mental Healjn, approached the 
Rev. Clayton E. Crigger, rec- 
tor at St. Francis, last sum- 
mer ab ort fehe possibility of a 
community branch of the work- 
shop at Virginia Beach. 

The Rev. Mr.^rigger vol- 
unteered St. Francis as a meet- 
ing place, and one of his par- 
ishioners, Mrs. Arthur G. Al- 
len, set about organizing the 
group. 

Mrs. Simpson, who has 
worked with the Association 
for Mental Health for eight 
years, hopes that "the Vir- 
ginia Beach group will be the 
first in a nsmber of comm- 
unity workshops." 

The state is unable to sup- 
ply any of its mental patients 
with woolen clothing because 
of the "inadequacy of aH>rop- 
riations by the state assembly," 
Mrs. Simpson claimed. 

Collecting usuable, warm 
clothing for the ho^ital in- 
mates is one of the chief con- 
cerns of the Communit}' Church 
Women. 

The group also is making 
corduroy capes, hooded and 
lined with cotton flannel, to send 
to the hospitals. One of the 
beauties of the capes is that 
tiiey are machine-washable. 



According to Mrs. Simpson, 
none of the state hospitals have 
their own dry-cleaning facili- 
ties. Even though the donated 
woolen clothing is dry-cleaned 
before distribution to the hos- 
pitals, it generally lasts 
through 'only one season of 
wearing—with no further dry- 
cleaning and no proper storage 
areas available for the sum- 
mer months, to protect the 
woolens from moths. 

The capes, however, are good 
for several years, said Mrs. 
Simpson, and are given to "con- 
tinued-treatment" patients, 
who remain in the hospitals 
indefinitely. 

Not only do tj^e Community 
Church Women lipc^lect prac- 
tical, warm clothing. They are 
now involved with Christmas- 
wrapping shoe boxes of small, 
personal items (scented soap, 
toiletries, tooth paste and tooth 
brushes, face clothes). These 
boxes, Mrs. Simpson went on, 
will be "sent along with the 
basic present- 

"Unwrapping each little 
thing," she said, prolongs 
that excitement, that joy, for the 
patients." 

The Community Church Wo- 
men will meet on Wednesday, 
December 27, at a. Francis. 
A baby-sitter will be available 
for women with children.

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The "paid" unit is comprised 
of 16 men ranging in age from 
their "20's" to their late -SO's". 
Men between the ages of 19 
and 60 comprise the"voIunteer" 
gTovp. The Civil Defense unit 
Is made up of 20 men in the 
same age group. 

Overall operation of the three 
units comes under the direc- 
tion of Chief E. B.Bayne, who 
has served u Chief of the Beach 
Boroufh unit since September 
of 1947. 

The positions of assistant 
fire chief are held by M. R. 
Mathias and G. M. Atwater. 
Mathlas is the oldest member 
of the department in point of 
service, havinf become a mem- 



ber in f eoruary of 1930. Chief 
Bayne joined the unit In May 
of 1937. 

Regular drill and training 
sessions are held for all men 
of the department under the 
guidance of W. R. Gurley, who 
serves as Training Instructor. 

When asked by thp VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN how a new man 
progresses through the various 
units, Bayne replied: "If a man 
wants to join a volunteer unit 
we place him in the Civil De- 
fense unit, where he attends 
his training aixl is outfitted. 
Some of the men want to stay 
in the Civil Defense and don't 
want to join other units". 

Each man recieves clothing 
and equipment, consisting of a 
fire hat, coat, mask and pair 
of boots, at a cost of $362. 
per man, Bayne said. 

Residence requirements vary 
according to the "unit" a fire- 
man works with. Those assigned 
-to ^he-"pald unit ar c req uir e d 
to live within boundaries of 
the Beach Borough. Those 
working as a "volunteer" must 
live within k two mile radius 
of the Artie Avenue head- 
quarters building. There Is no 
restriction as to where mem- 
bers of the Civil Defense unit 
may reside. 

Every man working with 
either of the three units has 
a radio monitor placed In his 
home. This keeps him In con- 
stant touch with the "dispat- 
cher" at headquarters, enabling 
him to answer any alarm Ti^ch 
may be sounded. 

The regions which come under 
the protection of the men of 
the Beach Borough station in- 



clude the Beach Borough, in 
addition to Croat on, Rudee 
Heights, Birdneck Point and Bay 
Colony in Lynnhaven Borough. 
Fire fighting equipment at the 
Beach Borough station includes 
two 750- gallon pumpers, one 
1,000-gallon pumper, one 3,000- 
gallon tanker, one combination 
' ladder-and-pumper truck, one 
amphibious "DUKW" pumper, 
' one salvage truck, one "emer- 
gency" truck and two aerial 
ladder" trucks, one with 65- 
foot hieght capability, the other 
\*1th 100-foot height c^wbility. 
The station also maMalns a 
"canteen" truck, operated by 
the Ladies Auxilliary, which 
serves coffee, sandewiches and 
doughnuts to the men at fires 
which burn for a considerable 
length of time. 

Each of the 16 men attached 
to the "paid" unit of the Beach 
Borough are on duty 52 hours 
a week, on rotating s hifts. He 
will report to the station at 
6:00 PM on the first day of 
his shift, and be on duty for 
a 24 hour period. That man 
will then be "off duty" for 48 
hours, before being on another 
24. 

The headquarters building 
has cooking facilities, sleeping 
quarters, and spaces for re- 
creation and relaxation. 

One of the projects under 
way at the Artie Avenue struc- 
ture is renovation g the second 
floor. 

Until July of this year, that 
floor was occupied by members 
of the police division, 2nd Police 
Precinct, now located a block 
away, at 18th and Artie.
